or nil the race, both great and small of 
stone fruit, none can compare favorably in 
delicacy of flavor, and luscious, juicy richness 
with the Pencil. 
Under favorable conditions 
of climate and soil, where it is fully matured 
before Hie advent of severe frosts, and can be 
eaten direct from tile tree fully ripe, it more 
completely fills one’s ideal of perfect aud sat­ 
isfying fruit, than any other known in this 
northern latitude. 
Grapes may givo delight with their sweet, 
spirited pulp; strawberries with their grateful 
acid, when smothered in cream and sugar, do 
most effectually help one to enjoy the hot 
June evenings; pears with their spicy, melt­ 
ing pulp do make most happy the gustatory 
sense; and apples fragrant and brilliant in 
their beautiful coverings, most strikingly re­ 
mind us of the rose of Solomon’s beloved; 
but in the downy peach ail these beauties and 
excellencies are combined, rendering it the 
most popular of all frails. 
It is a native of 
Persia, and according to the reports of our 
missionaries and travelers, it grows to greater 
size and attains to a more perfect flavor there 
than here. 
The millions of baskets that are 
usually sent to our markets, beside tho vast 
quantities consumed in localities when pro­ 
duced and canned at near by establishments, 
proves the demand and popularity of this 
fruit. 
Everybody likes peaches, unless lie be 
possessed of a most unreasonable stomach, 
but the great difficulty is to secure a reason­ 
able supply in tiieir season. The fact that 
most of our supply is brought from the south, 
ut least as far south a3 Delaware and New 
Jersey, makes their cost so great that a free 
indulgence iu them is Impossible save with 
tile rich. 
To obviate this difficulty the culti­ 
vation of this fruit us fur north as possible is 
recommended. 
The peach tree is otic of the 
most easily produced fruit trees of our cli­ 
mate, growing readily from tho stone planted 
in Novemlior, and which may be budded in 
August following and in good soil with good 
culture in three years produce an abundant 
crop. In a latitude higher than IO 5 the crop 
very uncertain, owing to our severe winters; 
Hut iii about one season in four on an average, 
the trees will produce a crop, ami when they 
lo, it is an abundant one and well pays for 
all our patient waiting. 
We believe that it is 
not only safe bat desirable to have constantly 
on hand, good, healthy peach trees of bear­ 
ing age, so that wit ii the productive season 
does come every one who cultivates fruit at 
all will bs ready for his share of this delicious 
fruit. 
Land that will produce a good crop of corn 
will grow good peach trees. 
Wood ashes or 
some of the forms of potash, is the best fer­ 
tilizer known for tins frail. 
1'lant a few trees 
every season and by and by you shall have a 
good time with tho fruit.

Tho finest lhor.jl gardens Iii America are 
those of Henry Shaw, at Bt. Louis, a bache­ 
lor, with some peculiar whims and habits 
with no heirs. 
He lins turned his thought to 
horticulture, improved his properly, and now, 
nearing the grave, wills it to the city us a 
public pleasure resort. 
A St. Louis paper 
thus refers toddle garden : 
“ lie is a Scotchman, a millionaire, and 
some sevetity-llvo years old. 
Ile lias con­ 
structed the finest flower garden in the world. 
It has 35 acres in it aud is a gorgeous mar­ 
vel of a garden. 
It has every flower iii it, 
obtainable over Hie world, that will live iii St. 
Louis climate. 
Ii is a bewildering paradise 
of floral beauty. 
The flowers number by the 
millions. 
Us cost no one can tell. 
Shaw 
himself don't know. 
It is threaded by walks 
aud attorned with conservatories anil hot­ 
houses, full of the rarest exotics. 
A force of 
one hundred gardeners is needed to keep the 
place iii order. 
Shaw, it is said, spends Ids 
entire Income from his lulliioui iu keeping it 
up. 
He began the tiling after the war, and 
for several years he has opened it to the pub­ 
lic. Hundreds of thousands of visitors resort 
to it. 
I' is the chief attraction and curiosity 
for the stranger in St. Louis lo visit. 
And, 
strange to say, no police guard it and no 
ll overs are pilfered. 
This is the public's rev 
deuce to Uh* man’s generous enterprise. 
“ We visited the elegant house at tho head 
of the garden. 
A picture of .Shaw represents 
him standing among his flowers. 
Two ele­ 
gant portraits of beautiful ladies, in Hie garb 
of a pa-t day, represent some of his female 
progenitors. 
A huge book is kept there for 
visitors to record their names in. 
“ A carious feature of the garden Is beds 
devoted to one flower. 
For instance, there is 
a large bcd with every variety of cactus, an­ 
other with hundreds of verbenas, aud so on. 
Everything is iii a prodigal profusion. 
*• It is a curious notion this that prompts a 
rich man to devote a great income in cue |K-t 
caprice, and dial principally for the benefit of 
others. 
Hut iii lids very caprice, so unusual 
uml so expensive, is wrapped u p his own jk t- 
aoiial aspiration. 
He thus m ikes his celebri­ 
ty. 
And why should a man riot strive to !*e- 
corne known through Ids mammoth gardens, 
as well aa through his statesmanship or 
achievements of arms or genius? 
“ Shaw is near Ins grave, lie has, in pur­ 
suance of his ambition, willed tis gardens to 
lite city, on condition thai the city binds it- 
» ‘if to keep them up. 
The city bas eagerly 
accepted the bequest, and thus through pri­ 
vate liberality gets, without cost, a public 
garden not surpas-ej in til 
world for magni­ 
ficence ami beauty. 
“ Tie* garden will forever 
be 
dabbed 
•Shaw's Garden,’ and ho thus travels on to 
immortality on the successful realization of 
his stupendous midmost Iwautiful crotchet."

Tile last two years have lice ii periods of 
isuppointmerit to 
tobacco-growers. 
This, 
reliably, will be auseful experience,as demoti­ 
st rat lug that “ one crop farmers" often come 
to grief when others manage lo flourish ut 
least fairly. 
Thu 
Springfield Rejiublican 
makes the following rentalks ujioii this sub­ 
ject: “ Tobacco should bo sole king no long­ 
er, aud many of those who put their eggs all 
in one basket, to use, a homely phrase, are 
beginning to feel how risky it is. Some farm­ 
ers, however, thoroughly imbued with tho 
one-crop idea, declare that because tobacco 
is down now, is no reason why they should 
desert it .or anything else, but shrewdly anti­ 
cipating tho effects of the panic upon less 
loyal ones, will doubtless plant as much as 
ever, another year. 
The probable effect of 
Hie present glut aud stagnation w ill be to lop 
ofl a good many of Hie smaller growers not 
thoroughly fitted up for the business—for a 
year or two, at least—while the larger cultiva­ 
tors, with all the appliances at baud, will con­ 
tinue in it, Ifflt on a more limited scale. 
Ac­ 
cording to the testimony of both farmers and 
buyers, tobacco can be raised at a fair profit 
for twelve to fifteen cents per pound, aud this 
would seem likely if tho present tendency to 
lower rates for labor and manure should be­ 
come confirmed. 
Of course, such low prices 
would go very much against the gram, hut It 
seems to be demonstrated that tobacco can 
bo raised for them as profitably as any other 
crop. 
Looking around for substitutes with 
which to plant the vacant tobacco patches, we 
find that many are seeding down lo grass.— 
Grass thrives splendidly after tobacco, and 
with hay at from $20 to $30 a ton, it is a 


pretty profitable crop. Showing what gta33 
on tobacco land can bo made to do, a Hadley 
farmer cut some sixteen tons this season from 
two acres and a half.” In connection with the 
rotation system pursued by many tho follow 
ing is suggested by Prof. Levi Stockbridge, of 
the Amherst Agricultural College, as the most 
generally beneficial: “ Tho rotation in this 
culture, taking in;o account all the dream 
stances surrounding it, should bo tobacco, 
wheat, and clover. 
First, tobacco not less 
than, or more than two years, and treated to 
barn-yard manure and some form of potash 
two years, because one year is not sufficient 
to bring Hic soil into that line tilth essential 
for the best quality of the crop; not more than 
two years, that cadi part of Hie farm may 
have iii season its due proportion of yard ma 
mire. 
Second, wheat, and Hie land seeded to 
a variety of grass-seed, but clover predomi 
Mating; and, tho third year, clover treated 
with sulphate of lime; fourth year, clover and 
herds-grass. 
After which, the rotation can be 
recommenced. This rotation gives us fine 
crops, Hie three last of which are least highly 
important and useful, although tho first will 
give a greater clear profit than any other crop 
which can be as extensively grown In the com 
mouwealth,—while tho whole have made but 
two drafts on the manure heap, and the land 
has been kept Iii good tilth, aud its producing 
power prose reed.”

sense; and apples fragrant and brilliant in 
their beautiful coverings, mo3t strikingly re­ 
mind us of the rose of Solomon’s beloved; 
but in the downy peach all these beauties and 
excellencies are combined, rendering it the 
most popular of all fruits. It ¡3 a native of 
Persia, and according to the reports of our 
missionaries and travelers, it grows to greater 
size and attains to a more perfect flavor there 
than here. The millions of baskets that are 
usually seni to our markets, beside the vast 
quantities consumed in localities when pro­ 
duced and canned at near by establishments, 
proves the demand and popularity of this 
fruit. Everybody likes peaches, unless lie be 
possessed of a most unreasonable stomach, 
but the great difficulty is to secure a reason­ 
able supply in tiieir season. The fact that 
most of our supply is brought from the south, 
at least as far south as Delaware and New 
Jersey, makes their cost so great that a free 
indulgence in them is impossible save with 
the rich. To obviate this difficulty the culti­ 
vation of this fruit as far north as possible is 
recommended. The peach tree is oue of the 
most easily produced fruit trees of our cli­ 
mate, growing readily from the stone planted 
in November, and which may be budded in 
August following and in good soil with good 
culture in three years produce an abundant 
crop. In a latitude higher than 10 s the crop 
is very uncertain, owing to our severe winters; 
but in about one season in four on an average, 
the trees will produce a crop, and when they 
do, it is an abundant one and well pays for 
■— natient waiting. We believe that it is 
.. ’fe but desirable to have constantly 
on hand, good, healthy peach trees of bear­ 
ing age, so that when the productive season 
does come every one who cultivates fruit at 
all will be ready for his share of this delicious 
fruit.Land that will produce a good crop of coin 
will grow good peach trees. Wood ashes or 
some of ihe forms of potash, is the best fer­ 
tilizer known for this fruit. Plant a few trees 
every season and by and by you shall have a 
good time with the fruit. 


S h a w ’s (.a rd e n . 
The finest floral gardens in America are 
those of Ilenry Shaw, at St. Louis, a bache­ 
lor, with some peculiar whims and habits; 
with no heir?, lie lias turned his thought to 
horticulture, improved his property, and now, 
nearing the grave, wills it to the city as a 
public pleasure resort. A St. Louis paper 
thus refers loathe garden : 
“ lie is a Scotchman, a millionaire, and 
some seventy-five years old. Ho lias con­ 
structed the finest flower garden in the world. 
It has 35 acres in it anil is a gorgeous mar­ 
vel of a garden. It has every flower in it, 
obtainable over the world, that will live in St. 
Louis climate. 11 is a bewildering paradise 
of floral beauty. The flowers number by the 
millions. Its cost no one can tell. Shaw 
himself don’t know. It is threaded by walks 
and adorned with conservatories and hot­ 
houses, full of the rarest exotics. A force of 
one hundred gardeners is needed to keep the 
place in order. Shaw, it is said, spends his 
entire income from h¡3 millions iu keeping it 
up. He began the thing after the war, and 
for-several years lie lias opeued it to the pub­ 
lic. Hundreds of thousands of visitors resort 
to it. It is the chief attraction and curiosity 
for the stranger in St. Louis to visit. And, 
strange to say, no police guard it and no 
flowers are pilfered. This is the public’s rev­ 
erence to the man’s generous enterprise. 
“ We visited the elegant house at the head 
of the garden. A picture of Shaw represents 
him standing among his flowers. Two ele­ 
gant portraits of beautiful ladies, in the garb 
of a past day, represent some of his female 
progenitors. A huge book is kept there for 
visitors to record their names in. 
“ A curious feature of the garden is beds 
devoted to one flower. For instance, there is 
a large bed with every variety of cactus, an­ 
other with hundreds of verbenas, and so on. 
Everything is in a prodigal profusion. 
“ It is a curious notion this that prompts a 
rich man to devote a groat income in oue pet 
caprice, and that principally lor the benefit of 
others. lint in this very caprice, so unusual 
and so expensive, is wrapped up his own per­ 
sona! aspiration. He thus makes his celebri­ 
ty. And why should a man not strive to be­ 
come known through his mammoth gardens, 
as well a3 through his statesmanship or 
achievements of arms or genius? 
“ Shaw is near his grave. lie has, in pur­ 
suance of ids ambition, willed 1:is gardens to 
the city, on condition that the city binds it­ 
self to keep them up. The city lui3 eagerly 
accepted llie bequest, and thus through pri­ 
vate liberality gets, without cost, a public 
garden not surpassed in tli ■ world for magni 
licence and beauty. 
“ The garden will forever be dubbed 
‘Shaw’s Garden,’ and lie thus travels on to 
immortality on the successful realization of 
his stupendous and most beautiful crotchet.” 


C aution to T obacco G row ers. 
The last two years have been periods of 
disappointment to tobacco-growers. This, 
probably, will bo auseful experience,as demon­ 
strating that “ one crop farmers” often come 
to grief when others manage to flourish at 
least fairly. 
The Springfield Republican 
makes the following remarks upon this sub­ 
ject: “ Tobacco should be sole king no long 
er, and many of those who put their eggs all 
in one basket, to use, a homely phrase, are 
beginning to feci how risky it is. Some fann­ 
ers, however, thoroughly imbued with the 
one-crop idea, declare that because tobacco 
is down now, is no reason why they should 
desert it ,or anything else, but shrewdly anti­ 
cipating; the effects of the panic upon less 
loyal ones, will doubtless plant as much as 
ever, another year. The probable eflect of 
the present glut aud stagnation will be to lop 
off a good many of the smaller growers not 
thoroughly fitted up for the business—for a 
year or two, at least—while the larger cultiva­ 
tors, witii all the appliances at hand, will con­ 
tinue in it, lift on a more limited scale. Ac­ 
cording to the testimony of botii farmers and 
buyers, tobacco can be raised at a fair prolit 
for twelve to fifteen cents per pound, aud this 
would seem likely if the present tendency to 
lower rates for labor and manure should * be­ 
come confirmed. Of course, such low prices 
would go very much against the grain, but it 
seems to be demonstrated that tobacco can 
bo raised for them as profitably as any other 
crop. Looking around for substitutes with 
which to plant the vacant tobacco patches, we 
find that many are seeding down to grass.— 
Grass thrives splendidly after tobacco, and 
with hay at from $20 to $30 a ton, it is a 


pretty profitable crop. Showing what grass 
on tobacco land can be made to do, a Hadley 
farmer cut some sixteen tous this season from 
two acres and a half.” In connection with the 
rotation system pursued by many tho follow- 
is suggested by I’rof. Levi Stockbridge, of 
the Amherst Agricultural College, as the mo3t 
generally beneficial: “ Tho rotation in this 
culture, taking in£o account all the circum­ 
stances surrounding it, should bo tobacco, 
wheat, and clover. First, tobacco not less 
than, or more than two years, and treated to 
barn-yard manure and some form of potash; 
two years, because one year is not sufficient 
to bring the soil into that line tilth essential 
for the best qualify of the crop; not more than 
two years, that each part of the farm may 
have in season its duo proportion of yard ma­ 
nure. Second, wheat, and the land seeded to 
a variety of grass-seed, but clover predomi­ 
nating: and, tho third year, clover treated 
with sulphate of lime; fourth year, clover and 
herds-grass. After which, the rotation can bo 
recommenced. This rotation gives us fine 
crops, tho three last of which arc least highly 
important and useful, although the first will 
lvé a greater clear profit than any other crop 
which can be as extensively grown in the com­ 
monwealth,—while the whole have made but 
two draft3 on the manure heap, and the land 
lias been kept in good tilth, aud its producing 
power preserved.”

We have not heard since of further 
operations of the association, but if th* res­ 
olution has been carried out the library is a 
thing of the past, its books scattered and its 
entity destroyed. 
Over in Rhinebeck, however, Hie village li­ 
brary has met with a better fate. 
Rhinebeck 
is only a small village, not much more than 
one-twentieth the size of our city, yet it held 
a meeting Hie other day to thank Mrs. Mary 
R. Mijler for the gift of the Starr Institute. 
Tliis building was erected some years ago at 
a cost of $15,000, and was made a free gift to 
the village. 
In it there has been a good li­ 
brary, composed of the gifts of the citizens, 
Mrs. Miller being the largest contributor. 
Af­ 
ter using this library for some years the con­ 
tributors met together, as we have stated, and 
instead of concluding to divide up the books, 
resolved to increase Hie usefulness of the in­ 
stitution, and to that end appointed commit­ 
tees comprising Hic greater portion of the ac­ 
tive young ladies and gentlemen of the place 
lo solicit contributions and patrons. 
The 
probable consequence will be that the library, 
instead of decaying, will increase in value 
and acquire a far wider circle of usefulness 
and influence. 
This is a comparison at which our citizens 
can properly feel very much ashamed of them­ 
selves. 
Our down town library lias taken 
refuge in a friendly lawyer’s office, thereby 
just saving itself from the lunk shop; while 
the fate of the uptown concern is told above. 
A city of twenty thousand inhabitants can’t 
keep one library running, while a little village 
of a thousand people makes its library and 
the building which contains it otic of its chief 
sources of pride!

DISRAELI’S ADDRESS TO IHS CONSTITUENTS. 
I/ indon, Jan. 20.— Disraeli has issued an 
address to his constituents in Buckingham­ 
shire asking for re-election to 
Parliament. 
Ho says: 
I tis not necessary to consider 
whether Hie dissolution of Parliament was re­ 
sorted to to avoid the bumbling confession 
that the Premier has violated constitutional 
law by persisting for seven months iii the oc­ 
cupation of a seat to which he was no longer 
entitled, or whether it was to evade the day 
of reckoning for a war conducted without 
communication with Parliament. 
It suffices 
to point out that if the unprecedented course 
of summoning and subsequently dissolving 
Parliamwit could be Justified there is no rea­ 
son why it was not adopted six months earlier. 
Tile Premier has addressed a prolix narra­ 
tive to his constituents in which I find nothing 
definite regarding the policy of Hie govern­ 
ment except that it intends to apply a large 
surplus to the remission of taxation, which 
would lie Hie course of any party or any min­ 
istry. 
What is remarkable is the disquieting 
information that this surplus must lie made 
adequate by adjustment, which must mean an 
increase iii existing taxes. 
Tho principal 
measures of relief promised by Mr. Gladstone, 
diminution of local taxation and abolition of 
the income tax,measures which are the Conser­ 
vative party has always favored and the Pre­ 
mier and his friends opposed. 
I will support 
ail measures for the Improvement of the con­ 
dition of Hie people, but the end cannot be 
attained by incessant, harassing legislation. 
The English are governed by customs as much 
as by laws and dislike all unnecessary inter­ 
ference by a meddling administration. 
It would have been belter for Hie country if 
during the last five years Hie foreign policy of 
Hie government bud been a little more ener­ 
getic and its domestic policy a little less so. 
By an uct of folly and ignorance rarely equalled 
the government bus relinquished the treaty 
granting Uh* freedom of Hie Strait* of Malacca 
to our commerce, and has involved us iii the 
Ashame© war. 
Honor requires the vigorous 
prosecution of the latter, Intl it will Ik* tile 
duty of Parliament hereafter to inquire into 
the origin of this costly aud destructive 
contest. 
The argument for the extension of house­ 
hold suffrage to counties is fallacious and no 
one has argued more strongly against the con­ 
templated assimilation of Hie franchise than 
the Premier. 
Such a measure will involve 
the disfranchisement of smaller Imrouglis. 
The impending elections are most important 
for the future of the kingdom. 
Though there is reason to liojie that the 
Premier is uot at present opposed to national 
institutions, yet his adherents include the as­ 
sailants of the monarchy—those opiiosed to 
the independence of tilt* House of Lords aud 
partisans of home rule. 
Some even urge the 
disestablishment of the English church. 
His 
most trusted colleagues openly concur in the 
desire to thrust religion from national educa­ 
tion. 
Disraeli conclude! as follows: 
“ These art; 
solemn issues, claiming decision when Europe 
is more deeply stirred than since lite reforma­ 
tion. 
When civil and religious lilierty mainly 
depend upon the strength and stability of 
England, 
I ask a re-election to resist the 
impairment of lier strength and lo supjiort her 
im|R*riul sway."

THE FINANCIAL PROBLEM. 


The bill to redeem legal tender notes and 
to regulate and establish tile currency of the 
United States introduced in the House to-day 
by Burleigh of Maine provides for ret iring one- 
half of the legal tender notes by issuing in 
their stead five |>er cent, three year com 
pound interest notes ut the rate of $7,000,000 
per month, redeemable iii 1} per cent, thirty 
year gold lionds. 
The other half of the pres­ 
ent legal tender notes are to be retired by 
issuing legal tender regulating currency notes, 
redeemable 
on demand by interchangeable 
3 65-100 per cent, gold bonds, the notes so 
redeemed to be beld to exchange for bonds, 
the 
bonds 
to be held to redeem .notes, 
and so on. 
Four and one-half per cent, forty 
year gold bonds ure to lie issued at par for 
lawful money to banking associations iii each 
state and territory until each shall have bank­ 
ing associations with a circulation amountiu 
to $2 for each inhabitant, the money received 
to be used lo purchase bonds bearing a higher 
rate of interest, these associations oil to be 
subject to the present banking laws. 
Oiie- 
lialf of tho interchangeable bonds may lie beld 
as a reserve whenever the compound interest 
notes first issued shall mature, 
The banks 
shalt have one-third of their reserve 
i ii coin. 
The government may redeem the notes issued 
under this act at any time with gold. 
The bill was referred to the Committee on 
Banking and Currency. 


I ii the Honse Committee on Banking and 
Currency to-day Maynard, by a vote of 6 to 5, 
was instructed to prepare a bill authorizing 
free banking banks to keep OU deposit at tile 
Treasury legal tenders to Hie amount of five 
per cent, of their circulation, which is to lie 
used to redeem their own notes when present­ 
ed. 
The banks are to have the privilege of 
making daily exchanges of He ir notes for 
legal tenders if desired. 
The bill authorizing the establishment of 
jHistal saving* bunks was voted down by an

family, Rhode Island has been the Lilliputian 
mother of giants.

The Times calls public attention to the sad 
case of Oades, who m arried a second wife 
while the first was living. 
Oades supposed 
the first wife to be dead; she and her children 
having been carried off by savages in New 
Zealand, where the couple were then livin 
A fter a while the first wife turns up, and poor 
Oades is puzzled as to his duty in the unfortu­ 
nate prem ises. 
The second m arriage was 
contracted in California, where the first wife 
ultim ately appeared. 
Oades loved both wo 
men and was willing to support both, but the 
common law declared the first alliance the 
real and only one, the second being null and 
void. 
The m an was not punishable for biga 
my because five years had elapsed siuce the 
supposed decease of the first wife, and no 
news had come to hand suggesting the possi 
bility of her being still in existence. 
But for 
every other purpose the second m arriage was 
a nullity, the couplo were guilty of adultery 
and their children illegitim ate. 
Such a case 
is naturally hard, and it is foctunate th at the 
statute law of California provides a partial 
remedy a g ain st the rigors of the common law.

Two events happening on opposite sides of 
the Hudson do not present a specially flatter­ 
ing contrast for U3 of the goodly young city of 
Kingston. 
We not very long ago . recorded 
the fact th at the stockholders of the K ingston 
Circulating Library A ssociation had m et to­ 
gether and concluded to divide the- books 
am ong themselves according to the am ount of 
the stock. We have not heard since of further 
operations of the association, 
but if the res­ 
olution has been carried out the library is a 
tbiug of the past, it? books scattered and its 
entity destroyed. 
Over in Rhinebeck, however, the village li­ 
brary has m et with a better fate. 
Rhinebeck 
is only a small village, not much more than 
one-twentieth the size of our city, yet it held 
a m eeting the other day to thank Mrs. Mary 
R. Miller for the gift of the Starr Institute. 
This building wa3 erected some years ago at 
a co3t of $15,000, and was made a free gift to 
the village. 
In it there has been a good li­ 
brary, composed of the gifts of the citizeus, 
Mrs. Miller being the largest contributor. 
Af­ 
ter usiug this library for some years the con­ 
tributors m et together, as we have stated, and 
instead of concluding to divide up the books, 
resolved to increase tho usefulness of the in­ 
stitution, and to that end appointed commit­ 
tees com prising the greater portion of the ac ­ 
tive young ladies and gentlem en of the place 
to solicit contributions and patrons. 
The 
probable consequence will be th at the library, 
instead of decaying, will increase in value 
and acquire a far wider circle of usefulness 
and influence. 
This is a com parisan a t which our citizens 
can properly feel very much ashamed of them ­ 
selves. 
Our down town library lias taken 
refuge in a friendly law yer’s office, 
thereby 
just saving itself from the junk-shop; while 
the fate of the uptown concern is told above. 
A city of twenty thousand inhabitants can’t 
keep one library running, while a little village 
of a thousand people m akes its library and 
the building which contains it one of its chief 
sources of pride !

and to oar friends are clearer to the majority 
than the sum m ons to work In the interest of a

DISRAELI’S ADDRESS TO III3 CONSTITUENTS. 


L ondon, Jan . 26.—Disraeli has issued an 
address to his constituents in 
Buckingham ­ 
shire asking for re-election to 
Parliam ent. 
H e says: 
It is not necessary to consider 
whether the dissolution of Parliam ent was re­ 
sorted to to avoid the hum bling confession 
th at the Prem ier has violated constitutional 
law by persisting for seven m ouths in the oc­ 
cupation of a seat to which he was no longer 
entitled, or whether it wa3 to evade the day 
of reckoning for a war conducted without 
com m unication with Parliam ent. 
It suffices 
to point out th at if the unprecedented course 
of sum m oning and subsequently dissolving 
Parliam w it could be justified there is 110 rea­ 
son why it was not adopted six months earlier. 
The Prem ier has addressed a prolix n arra­ 
tive to his constituents in which I find nothing 
definite regarding the policy of the govern­ 
m ent except that it intends to apply a large 
surplus to the remission of taxation, which 
would be the course of any party or any m in­ 
istry. 
W hat is rem arkable is the disquieting 
information th at this surplus m ust be made 
adequate by adjustm ent, which m ust mean an 
increase in existing taxes. 
The principal 
measures of relief promised by Mr. Gladstone, 
diminution of local taxation and abolition of 
the income tax, measures which are the Conser­ 
vative party has always favored and the Pre­ 
m ier and his friends opposed. 
I will support 
all measures for the improvem ent of the con­ 
dition of the people, but the end cannot be 
attained by incessant, harassing legislation. 
Tiie English are governed by custom s as much 
as by laws and di3like all unnecessary inter­ 
ference by a m eddling adm inistration. 
It would have been better for the country if 
during the last five years the foreign policy of 
the governm ent had been a little more ener­ 
getic and its domestic policy a little less so. 
By an act of folly and ignorance rarely equalled 
the governm ent lias relinquished the treaty 
granting the freedom of the S traits of M alacca 
to our commerce, and lias involved us in the 
Asiianteo w ar. 
H onor requires the vigorous 
prosecution of the latter, but ¡I will lie the 
duty of Parliam ent hereafter to inquire into 
the origin of this costly and destructive 
contest. 
The argum ent for the extension of house­ 
hold suffrage to counties is fallacious and 110 
one has argued more strongly against the con­ 
tem plated assim ilation of the franchise than 
the Prem ier. 
Such a m easure will involve 
the disfranchisem ent of sm aller boroughs. 
The im pending elections are m ost im portant 
for the future of the kingdom. 
Though there is reason to hope th at the 
Prem ier is not a t present opposed to national 
institutions, yet his adherents include the as­ 
sailants of the m onarchy—those opposed to 
the independence of the House of L ords and 
partisans of home rule. 
Some eveu urge the 
disestablishm ent of the English church. 
IIÍ3 
m ost trusted colleagues openly concur in the 
dc3ire to thrust religion from national educa­ 
tion. 
Disraeli concludes as follows: 
“ These are 
solemn issues, claim ing decision when Europe 
is more deeply stirred than since the reform a­ 
tion. 
When civil and religious liberty mainly 
depend upon the strength and stability of 
England, 
I ask a re-election to resist the 
im pairm ent of her strength and to support her 
imperial sw ay.” 


Mr. GARFIELD, a resolution fttttborizlnff 
the Committee on Appropriations to insert a 
section In the legislative appropriation bill 
repealing all laws th at authorize perm anent 
and Indefinite appropriations to defray the 
expenses of loans and treasury notes or other 
paper issues of the United States, and requir­ 
ing tho Secretary of the Treasury hereafter to 
submit detailed estim ates of appropriations 
required to defray such expenses. 
Adopted. 
Mr. YOUNG, a resolution instructing the 
Committee of Ways and Means to inquire 
whether there is any necessity for the contin­ 
uance of the office of Supervisor of Internal 
Revenue. 
Adopted. 
Mr. BUCKNER moved to suspend the rules 
aud adopt a resolution calling on the Secreta­ 
ry of the Treasury to furnish inform ation as 
to members of Congress who are shareholders 
in national banks. 
The resolution was re­ 
jected, two-thirds not voting in the affirma­ 
tive—yeas 96, nays 96. 
The House then proceeded with the West 
Virginia election case. 
W ithout com ing to a 
vote the House a t 4:41) adjourned.

INTERNAL REVENUE RECEIPTS. 


Internal revenue receipts for the m onth will 
am ount to $9,500,000, of which $1,000,000 
will come from the sem i-annual tax on banks 
other than national banks, leaving the balance 
of the m onth’s collections at about the average. 


THE FINANCIAL PROBLEM. 


The bill to redeem legal tender notes and 
to regulate and establish the currency of the 
United States introduced in the H ouse to-day 
by Burleigh of Maine provides for retiriugone- 
lialf of the legal tender notes by issuing in 
their stead five per cent, three year com­ 
pound interest notes at the rate of $7,000,090 
per month, redeemable in 4J per cent, thirty 
year gold bonds. 
The other half of the pres- 
ent legal tender notes are to be retired by- 
issuing legal tender regulating currency notes, 
redeemable 
011 dem and by interchangeable 
3 65-100 per cent, gold bonds, the notes so 
redeemed to lie held to exchange for bonds, 
the 
bond3 
to be held 
to redeem .notes, 
and 30 on. 
Four aud one-half per cent, forty- 
year gold bonds are to be issued at par for 
lawful money to banking associations in each 
state and territory- until each shall have bank­ 
ing associations with a circulation am ounting 
to $2 for each inhabitant, the m oney received 
to be used to purchase bonds bearing a higher 
rate of interest, these associations all to be 
subject to the present banking laws. 
Onc- 
lialf of the interchangeable bonds m ay be held 
as a reserve whenever the com pound interest 
notes first issued shall m ature. 
The banks 
shall have one-third of their reserve in com. 
The governm ent may. redeem the notes Issued 
under this act a t any lime with gold. 
The bill was referred to the Com m ittee 011 
Banking and Currency. 
In the House Committee 011 B anking and 
Currency to-day- Maynard, l*y a vote of 6 to 5, 
was Instructed to prepare a bill authorizing 
free banking banks to keep 011 deposit at the 
Treasury legal tenders to the am ount of live 
per cent, of their circulation, which is to lie 
used to redeem their own notes when present­ 
ed. 
Tho banks arc to have the privilege of 
m aking daily- exchanges of their notes for 
legal tenders if desired. 
The hill authorizing the establishm ent of 
postal savings banks was voted down by an 
almost unanim ous vole, but on a statem ent 
that such an action would lie considered dis­ 
respectful to Postm aster G eneral Crcswcll the 
vote was reconsidered and the C hairm an was 
authorized to report the bill to the House for 
discussion iu Committee of the Whole, which 
is a mild way of consigning the bill to its 
death. 
M aynard was also instructed to report a 
bill prohibiting national banks from paying 
interest on deposits of other national banks 
and requiring national banks w ith sm all cap 
¡tal to keep their deposits in their own vaults 
aud 'n o t send to large cities to be lent out 
Maynard will report these bills to the House 
to-morrow. 


THE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


The additional am endm ents recommended 
by the Judiciary Committee to tho bankruptcy 
bill relate mostly to m atters of detail involved 
in the am endm ent already reported. 
The 
following are the most im portant: 
First, 
providing th at in cases of voluntary bank­ 
ruptcy 
no 
discharge 
shall 
be 
granted 
to a debt or whose assets shall not be equal 
to thirty-three per cent, of the claims proved 
against his estate upon which lie shall be lia­ 
ble as principal debtor without the assent of 
his creditors in num ber 
and value as pre­ 
scribed by existing law. 
This repeals the pro­ 
vision which now requires fifty per centum of 
such assets. 
Second, providing tlial in com 
putiug the num ber of creditors who shall join 
in a petition to have the debtor adjudged bank­ 
rupt creditors whose debts do not exceod $250 
shall not be reckoned as part of tiie requisite 
proportion of one-fourth of all creditors; but if 
there lie 110 creditors whose debts exceed $250, 
or if tho requisite num ber of creditoi-3 holding 
debts exceeding $250 fail to sign the petition, 
creditors having debts of less am ount shall 
be reckoned for tiie purpose aforesaid.

Tiffs Ilion accounts for the fact 
that nothing more was said on the message 
than the views expressed by “ Old Salt," who 
knew well enough that “ the people” were 
with him iii the sentiments which ho expressed, 
aud since his talk could injure neither Repub­ 
lican nor Democrat, ho could eulogize the 
Governor and secure some little popularity to 
himself. It was a “ rattling " chance for “ Old 
Salt ” to steal a seat near tho Dix throne, aud 
when Hie Governor shall appoint him Canal 
Sujieriiiteiident under the new constitution, 
which the people may ratify, the cat will cornel 
from under the meal in Hie tub. 
What “ Old 
Salt" don’t know let somebody undertake to 
tell him, aud Hie smile that may chance to 
spread over his benign countenance will re­ 
mind the venturesome preceptor of the joy 
that farmers fwd when a ray of sunshine 
strikes across a fifty acre meadow of hay after 
a four days’ rain. By the way, the Democracy 
are talking Senator John Ganson of Erie for 
[Governor, and looking at the man iii the light 
of bis ability, conceded integrity, executive 
ialent, m il strong personal power to resist 
partisan policy, I reckon either Dix or him­ 
self will be our next Governor—God sparing; 
their lives. 
I doubt whether Mr. Ganson 
[would accept a nomination against Dix. 
Fer- 
haps {“ Deniocs" may think it policy to meet 
first iii conv A l ion and name Dix—thus com­ 
pelling the Republicans to endorse him or run 
a m an—to get beaten. 
Ju Ige Ko’girt son is 
known to be a candidate, lint time works 
wondrous changes. 
The Custom House, ’tis 
said, don't like the Westchester Senator, tint 
the jMiwer of that “ ring" is broken in the 
[western counties. 
Ami now thai I ain adverting lo this sub­ 
l e t , I confess my belief ilia! the issue of the 
[next election may depend very largely upon 
the sharpness of the contest which I antici­ 
pate will be made over those proposed amend­ 
m ents to our Constitution, which lioth Houses 
l a d under consideration last week. 
That 
[these measures were rushed through the Leg­ 
islature last winter with a thoughtlessness 
that was 
reprehensible Income* 
evident. 
Nothing proves tiffs so conclusively as the de­ 
ntate in Hie House on Friday. 
The fourth 
lection to Article III was recommitted to tile 
Judiciary Committee, and was struck out iii 
khe Senate. 
The adion of tile Legislature in 
Slanging the work of Hie Constitutional Com­ 
mission on this subject was based on political 
considerations. 
But the Legislature took the 
back track on lids amendment, but failed to 
so frame this fourth section as to conform to 
the rest of their mutilation. 
Hence we found 
the majority giving New York city Jbut three 
senators. 
I think I said last winter Hut it 
seemed very foolish to allow a legislature to ‘ 
review the judgment of a constitutional com­ 
mission—which opinion was based of course 
upon the hasty action which that Legislature | 
bestowed upon these important measures. 
I 
cannot, however, agree with tho theory of all 1 
these amendments. 
Too much power is giv­ 
en the Governor, while $15 per day would be 
[too mach to pay legislators, and will never lie 
endorsed by the people. 
Had this |»er diem 
compensation been fixed at six or eight dollars 
think the electors of the State woald ratify 
but they have had such manifold exhibi­ 
tions of Salary Grab profligacy, Credit Mold- 
lier exercises and Tweed iieculation that they 
liny consider all legislators as lobbyists in 
disguise, and as unworthy to receive any pay [ 
from the State. 
And yet this is not the prop­ 
er spirit. 
We should pay public servant! I 
ell, fix their responsibility and hold them to 
right accountability. 
The pay of legislators 
at present is wholly inadequate; it is just suf­ 
ficient to temjit them to become dishonest. 
We bad the female suffrage advocates here 
on Wednesday evening last aud they were 
reeled with an audience that numbered five 
hundred. 
Mrs. Blake was followed by Susan 
IL Anthony, aud tile latter by Mrs. Gage. 
I 
as pleased to notice that Messrs. Winfield, 
Snyder and Whittaker were very earnest and 
attentive listeners, and was more thud vexed 
to learn that the hard amit, stony heart* o f 
Snyder and W hittaker refused lo yield to the 
gentle and persuasive reasoning of Hie ladies- 
On Hie other hand, Mr. Winfield concludes 
that ladies who are taxed should 
have tho 
right to vote as well as 703, OOO ignorant 
blacks, not one in one hundred of whom pay a 
dollar of tax. 
I think lins question is gaining 
advocates, since the hearing this year was 
more patient, and was complimented with a 
much larger audience. 
Mrs. Blake has many 
admirers on the floor, while time has so ravag­ 
ed the personal charm* of Stanton aud Gage 
that their younger sister Is the one 
who 
charms and converts. 
The allusions which 
Stanton made lo “ the mop and broom de­ 
cision" of Judge Hunt, her sharp thrust at 
Senator “ Jarve” Lord and the Rochester ring 
aud “ the lo rd knows how many other rings’’ 
there, 
brought down the House. 
Stanton 
says that Gram got cheated in uaming Waite 
for Chief Justice, since Waite is in favor of 
women voting. 
These ladies have got oar 


legislators, aud especially the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, In close quarters, sinco one of their 
bills is to exempt women from taxation, or 
elsogivc them tho ballot. I think the latter bill 
will be reported for “ tho consideration of the 
I louse”--a shrewd way to dodge Hie respon­ 
sibility. 
Mr. Winfield lias made a $30 strike since 
being hero, entirely legitimate, I assure you— 
one which he will tell you nil about when lie 
comes down, Charley Spencer made a speech 
or two last week in opposition to adm itting 
“a Worsted Englishman" to practice law by a 
special enactment. 
Several hours were spent 
over tho matter, law, rules and statutes being 
cited by various members. 
Silencer soys that 
the Englishman in ease of war “ would wrap 
himself up in Hie flag containing the cross of 
St. George and bellow like thunder for the 
British Consul."

We are promised un ugly 
showing concerning that new Capitol m atter, 
and I liopo we may have all the facts this 
time, not hush it up a3 it was last year. 
It 
will be found that the removal of Mr. Bridge­ 
ton! was a grave mistake. 
It was the pride 
of tiffs man to push this magnificent structure 
ahead as fast as jtossiblc, and no man doubts 
his ability. 
Members would do well to give 
tiffs m atter their serious attention, since as it 
is going on now, millions of dollars will btl 
squandered by |K»liticiaiis4 and years of delay 
will ensue ere the building will lie ready.

Finally, the New 
York house of the makers, J. Estej A Co., 
was interviewed; the facts of the case were 
presented; its disorders carefully diagnosed;

Here was tiue 
business principles, the very manhood of fair- 
ness|and generosity, in short, a fulfillment of a 
contract seldom regarded by makers and ven­ 
ders of musical instruments: “ Warranted, 
Ac.” Last Sabbath the organ was tested,and 
not only was it found to be as good a3 new, 
but even bet ter than when it was first pur­ 
chased.

Emfoná Freem an : The old squabble over 
the subject of adjourning over Saturdays 
and until Monday evenings camo up in 
the House again on Friday last and Prince 
made his old set speech against such ac­ 
tion, being required, however, to apologize 
therefor—as the eame had become stale to 
those who have heard it for three sessions. 
And then, too, Gen. Batchellcr camo to the 
rescue, appealing to the honor and profes­ 
sions of members not to set so early a prece­ 
dent for wasting valuable time. He made a 
forcible speech, saying that the last session 
consumed 150 days and if these recesses ware 
taken we would not get away until the 1st of 
June. Among other severe allusious.he stated 
that in the last 50 days of the session of ’73 
“ an immense deal of mischief wa3 done,” but 
he didn’t tell us what it was. Won’t the Gen­ 
eral rise and explain ? And then Lincoln— 
who seldom goes home—moved to adjourn, 
which, had it been adopted, would have de­ 
feated the recess as finally taken. But all lo 
no purpose; a sufficient number of the “ re­ 
sponsible ” members joined with the “ irre­ 
sponsible ” ones,as Beebe termed tbe majority 
and minority respectively, lo bring about an 
adjournment. Prince thought he had a little 
joker, however, which would defeat the “ ail- 
journers.” lie proposed to adjourn 011 alter­ 
nate weeks only; but you may say what vou 
please about the power of the fair sex at 
home, it proves potent and powerful enough 
to adjourn a Legislature thus far every week 
on Friday. The boys must embrace their 
wives and sweethearts once a week, you 
know, or tbere’d be no living in tho land of 
promise. And then, too, I reckon, the “ De- 
mocs” would as soon prolong the session as 
not, since everything has its effect, you know, 
in preparing public opinion for next fall, 
when we are to elect a United Stales Senator 
aud a Governor. 
By the way, quite a little breeze lias sprung 
up already over the gubernatorial question. 
Some of the sentiments of Gov. Dix are not 
relished in administration 
circles, but 
the Governor stands upon such 
firm 
ground 
that 
no 
man 
here 
has 
dared to attack them. I refer of course more 
particularly to his views of finance—in direct 
opposition to those of the majority at Wash­ 
ington. On the occasion of Hie debate 011 his 
message last week I was moved to sympathize 
with the majority hero, whose policy at Wash­ 
ington and political status in New York pre­ 
cluded them from risking opposition to the 
Governor. True, they do not love him, but 
they may be torced to accept him next fall in 
order to carry the state, far away as lie is from 
the Republican fold. Hence it would not do 
to break with a man whom they might Lo 
forced lo nominate. The Democrats looked 
on to see what their opponents would do, 
hoping of course to see their political ene­ 
mies pitch into the Governor most unmerci­ 
fully—but when they didn’t Hie “ Democs’ 
thought their policy was to remain quiet— 
since, in a strist political sense, it wasn’t 
their funeral. This then accounts for the fact 
that nothing more was said 011 the message 
than the views expressed by “ Old Salt,” who 
knew well enough that “ the people” were 
with him in the sentiments which he expressed, 
and since his talk could injure neither Repub­ 
lican nor Democrat, lie could eulogize the 
Governor and secure some little popularity to 
himself. It was a “ rattling ” chance for “ Old 
Salt” to steal a seat near tho Dix throne, and 
when the Governor shall appoint him Canal 
Superintendent under the new constitution, 
which tho people may ratify, the cat will come 
from under the meal in the tub. What “ Old 
Salt” don’t know let somebody undertake to 
tell him, and the smile that may chance to 
spread over his benign countenance will re­ 
mind the veuturesome preceptor of Hie joy 
that farmers feel when a ray of sunshine 
strikes across a fifty acre meadow of hay after 
a four days’ rain. By the way, the Democracy 
are talking Senator John Ganson of Erie for 
Governor, and looking at the man in the light 
of his ability, conceded integrity, executive 
talent, and strong personal power to resist 
partisan policy, 1 reckon either Dix or him­ 
self will be our next Governor—God sparing 
their lives. 
I doubt whether Mr. Ganson 
would accept a nomination against Dix. Per­ 
haps J“Democs” may think it policy lo meet 
first in convAtion and name Dix—thus com­ 
pelling the Republicans to endorse him or run 
a man—to get beaten. Judge Robertson i3 
known to be a candidate, but time works 
wondrous changes. The Custom House, ’tis 
said, don't like Hie Westchester Senator, but 
the power of that “ring” is broken in the 
western counties. 
And now that 1 am adverting to this sub­ 
ject, I confess my belief that the issue of the 
next election may depend very largely upon 
the sharpness of the contest which I antici­ 
pate will be made over those proposed amend­ 
ments to our Constitution, which both Houses 
had under consideration last week. 
That 
these measures were rushed through the Leg­ 
islature last winter with a thoughtlessness 
that was reprehensible becomes evident. 
Nothing proves this so conclusively as the de­ 
bate in the House on Friday. 
The fourth 
section to Article III was recommitted to the 
Judiciary Committee, and was struck out in 
the Senate. The action of the Legislature in 
changing tiie work of the Constitutional Com­ 
mission on this subject was based on political 
considerations. But the Legislature took the 
back track on this amendment, but failed to 
so frame this fourth section as to conform to 
the rest of their mutilation. Hence we found 
the majority giving New Y'ork city Jbut three 
senators. I think I said last winter that it 
seemed very foolish to allow a legislature to 
review the judgment of a constitutional com­ 
mission—which opinion was based of course 
upon the hasty action which that Legislature 
bestowed upon these important measures. I 
cannot, however, agree with the theory of all 
these amendments. Too much power is giv­ 
en the Governor, while $15 per day would be 
too much to pay legislators, and will never be 
endorsed by the pcoplp. Had this per diem 
compensation been fixed at six or eight dollars 
I think the electors of the State would ratify 
it, but they have had such manifold exhibi­ 
tions of Salary Grab profligacy, Credit Mobi- 
lier exercises and Tweed peculation that they 
may consider all legislators as lobbyists in 
disguise, and as unworthy to receive any pay 
from the State. And yet this is not the prop­ 
er spirit. We should pay public servant! 
well, fix their responsibility and hold them to 
a right accountability. The pay of legislators 
at present is wholly inadequate; it is just suf­ 
ficient to tempt them to become dishonest. 
We had the female suffrage advocates here 
on Wednesday evening last and they were 
greeted with an audience that numbered five 
hundred. Mrs. Blake was followed by Susan 
B. Anthony, and the latter by Mrs. Gage. I 
was pleased to notice that Messrs. Winfield, 
Snyder and Whittaker were very earnest and 
attentive listeners, and was more than vexed 
to learn that the hard and,, stony hearts o f 
Snyder and Whittaker refused to yield to the 
gentle and persuasive reasoning of the ladies- 
On the other hand, Mr. Winfield concludes 
that ladies who are taxed should have the 
right to vote as well as 703,000 ignorant 
blacks, not one in one hundred of whom paya 
dollar of tax. I think this question is gaining 
advocates, since the hearing this year was 
more patient, and was complimented with a 
much larger audleuce. Mrs. Blake has many 
admirers on the floor, while lime has so ravag­ 
ed the personal charm3 of Stanton and Gage 
that their younger sister is the one who 
charms and converts. The allusions which 
Stanton made to “ the mop and broom de­ 
cision” of Judge Hunt, her sharp thrust at 
Senator “ Jarve” Lord and the Rochester ring 
aud “ the Ijord knows how many other rings.” 
there, brought down the House. Stanton 
says that Grant got cheated in naming Waite 
for Chief Justice, since Waite is in favor of 
women voting. These ladies have got onr 


legislators, and especially the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, in close quarters, sinco one of their 
bills is to exempt women from taxation, or 
elsegivc them the ballot. Ithinkthe latter bill 
will be reported for “tbe consideration of the 
House”—a shrewd way to dodgo the respon­ 
sibility. 
Mr. Winfield has mado a $30 strike since 
being here, entirely legitimate, I assure you— 
one which ho wifi tell you all about when lie 
comes down* Charley Speucer made a speech 
or two last week in opposition to admitting 
“a blarsted Englishman” to practice law by a 
special enactment. Several hours were spent 
over tho matter, law, rules and statutes being 
cited by vafious members. Spencer says that 
the Englishman in case of war “would wrap 
himself up in the flag containing the cross of 
St. George and bellow like thunder for the 
British Consul.” 
That old bill to iucreuse the compensation 
of County Judges and Surrogates is here 
again; Senator King will introduce it. 
Counsellor Jesse Bookstaver was introduc­ 
ed to the Governor by Mr. Snyder last week, 
and Jesse then proceeded to implore the Gov­ 
ernor to commute the sentenco of one Bradley 
ofSaugerties—which Snyder, I reckon, don’t 
particularly favor. Messrs. “Ford” Lafiiu, O. 
Bogardus aud J. Ü. Beers of Saugerties were 
at the Dalavan 011 Friday, and “Case” Vau 
Buren of Kingston was here on Thursday. 
Abe Meyers has put himself on ice here, for 
the session. I reckon “Abe” isn’t slow, and 
is a pretty fair fellow, but it’s no use trying to 
be so mighty shady about the Capitol at this 
season of the year. We arc promised an ugly 
showing concerning that new Capitol matter, 
and I hope we may have all the facts this 
time, not hush it up as it was last year. Ii 
will be found that Hie removal of Mr. Bridgc- 
ford was a grave mistake. It was tbe pride 
of this man to push this magnificent structure 
ahead as fast as possible, and no man doubts 
bis ability. Members would do well to give 
this matter their serious attention, since as it 
is going on now, millions of dollars will be 
squandered by politicians, and years of delay 
will ensue ere tho building will be ready.
